REPORT. 



GENERAL REMARKS. 

The information dealt with in the following Report was collected in the usual 
banner, and, as far as possible, has been classified so that it may be in accord with 
that contained in previous reports upon the same subject. 

The Report is, as on former occasions, divided into two principal sections that 
relating to the Criminal, and that dealing with the J udicial, Statistics. Each of these 
portions has been again sub-divided so as to allow of the more important items being 
referred to in detail. 

A general review of the tables contained in the Appendix points to the following 
conclusions : — 

1. That there has been a decrease of about 4 per cent, in the total number of 

Criminal offences in Ireland in 1893 as compared with 1892, the number for 
which year was 3 per cent, under that for 1891. 

2. That both absolutely and in proportion to the estimated population the more 

serious offences (those not determined summarily) are considerably below the 
average for the ten years 1883-92, but more numerous than in any of the 
last three years of that period, the increase as compared with the number in 
1892 being equivalent to 8 per cent. 

3. That the less serious offences (those determined summarily) are somewhat 

under the number for the preceding year, and, allowing for the decrease in 
the population, are slightly below the average for the ten years 1883-92. 

4. That, compared with those for the preceding year, the judicial returns show an 

increase in some departments and a decrease in others, but do not present any 
important variations.

PART I. — CRIMINAL STATISTICS. 



CHAPTER I.— STATISTICS OF CRIME. 

Increase and Decrease of Criminal Qjfences . — The Criminal offences and charges of 
all kinds in Ireland, except those determined under the Criminal Law and Procedure 
(Ireland) Act, 1887, in the years 1887-92,* are given in the following Table for the 
year 1893, and each year of the preceding decennium. 

As regards charges determined summarily the figures indicate the number of persons 
proceeded against, including those cases in which the charges were dismissed. In the 
case of Indictable Offences the figures represent the number of crimes committed.

From these statements it appears that the total number of criminal offences and 
charges during the year 1893 was 222,733, or 482-6 per 10,000 of the estimated 
population in the middle of the year, against 231,041, or 498*1 per 10,000 of the 
estimated population in 1892, and an average of 233,856, or 484-2 per 10,000 of the 
estimated mean population, for the ten years 1883-92 ; showing a decrease of 8,308 in 
number, and of 15 ! 5 in the rate per 10,000 persons when compared with the figures for 
1892, and a decrease of 11,123 in number, and of 1*6 per 10,000 persons as compared 
with the average for the ten years. Offences not disposed of summarily, constituting 
the more serious group of crimes, are somewhat in excess of the] respective numbers 
for the three years 1890-92, but are less numerous than in any of the seven years 
preceding, and the absolute number (5,394) of these offences and their ratio to the 
estimated . population (11 7 per 10,000) are considerably below the corresponding 
averages for the ten years 1883-92. The charges summarily disposed of are somewhat 
under the number for 1892 and, allowing for the estimated decrease of population, show 
a slight decrease when compared with the average for the ten years 1883-92. 

General Distribution of Criminal Offences . — The statement on page 18 shows the 
distribution of criminal offences in Ireland by Provinces, Counties, and large Town 
Districts, such as the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, the City of Belfast, &c. 

From that statement it appears that the 222,733 criminal offences in Ireland in 1893, 
were distributed as follows throughout the four Provinces :— 

Leinster, 80,328, or at the rate of 676-2 per 10,000 of the population; Munster, 
59,056, or at the rate of 503"9 per 10,000; Ulster, 58,593; or 361-7' per 10,000; and 
Connaught, 24,756, or 341 "5 per 10,000. Compared with the year 1892, there has been 
a decrease of criminal cases in Leinster to the extent of 5,193, or 6T per cent. ; a 
decrease of 1,408, or 2 - 3 per cent., in Munster; a decrease of 1,664 or 2-8 per cent., in 
Ulster; and a decrease of 43, or 0-2 per cent., in Connaught. The more serious cases 
(those not determined summarily) have increased in each of the provinces, the respective 
increases being 6 -8 per cent, in Leinster (following a decrease of 11 "7 per cent, for that 
province in 1892, as compared with 189 L), 9"8 per cent, in Munster, 13"5 per cent, in 
Ulster, and 5'1 per cent, in Connaught. The less serious offences (those determined 
summarily) have decreased in all the provinces, the decrease in Leinster being equal 
to 7 per cent, of the number for 1892. With reference to the very high rate for the 
Dublin, Metropolitan Police District, it is right to state that the excess is, in great part, 
due to the fact that the numbers for that district include- a large proportion of cases 
which may be regarded rather as civil transgressions than as criminal offences. Thus, 
of the 48,568 offences and chai'ges in the district, 14,242 were. “ offences against Local 
Acts and Borough By-Laws”; 2,643. were “offences against Public Health Acts’;

2 471 were “ offences against Stage and Hackney Carriage Acts,” and 3,2,40 were 
<i offences against Highway Act (including road nuisances),” so that the cases coming 
under these four headings amount to 22,596, or 49 per cent, of the charges of all kinds 
in the district, while, in the remainder of the country, from whatever cause, such cases 
form but 9 per cent, of the total number of charges. The preponderance of the cases 
referred to in Dublin is also shown by the fact that 61 per cent, of the number for the 
whole country occurred there, although the inhabitants of the district constitute but 
8 per cent, of the total population. 

As regards the high rates for the Cities of Limerick and Waterford, it may be 
mentioned that 55 per cent, of the total number of charges for the year in the former 
district, and 57 per cent, of those in the latter come under the head of “ Drunkenness 
and Drunk and Disorderly.” 

Criminal offences show a decrease in the total number in 29 counties and districts, 
and an increase in 14.

It will be observed that in the above list the seven principal Town Districts occupy the 
toost unfavourable position ; this is owing to the greater criminality of town populations. 

The tabular statement on page 18 relates to the years 1892 and 1893, but a table is 
given on pages 20-1 which affords a means of comparison of the number of offences and 
charges in the several counties, &c., last year, with the average numbers for. the ten 
years preceding. It will be seen from that table that comparing the figures for last 
year with the average for the ten years, the number of indictable offences in proportion 
to the population shows an increase in 20 districts, and a decrease in 23 ; that 
the minor offences increased' in 29 districts, and decreased in 14 ; and that taking- 
offences and charges of all kinds, there was an increase in the proportional number 
in 29 districts and a decrease in 14. Almost all of the large variations were in the 
districts having the highest rates, and it will be observed that while, on the one 
hand, the rate for the Dublin Metropolitan Police District fell from an average of 1,635 
per 10,000 of the population to 1,323 per 10,000, being a decrease of nearly 20 per cent., 
that for Drogheda rose from 658 to 834, being an increase of 27 per cent., and that 
for Waterford from 1,124 to 1,434, also an increase of 27 per cent. 

The character of the persons proceeded against in 1893 is set forth mthe following- 
statement, from which it appears that the character of 12‘8 per cent, of those persons was 
unknown to the Police, and that the character of 90'4 per cent, of the remainder 
Was ascertained to have been previously good. -

NATURE OF CRIMES. 

In Police Tables 6 and 7 of the Appendix, the nature of the Crimes committed 
is set forth in detail. The abstract on the opposite page has been constructed from 
Table 6, which includes the more serious offences, namely, those not dealt with 
summarily, and gives their distribution throughout Ireland in detail. 

The total number of these cases amounted to 5,394, or at the rate of 1 P 5 pe( 
10,000 of the population, according to the Census of 1891. Of these, 1,066 or 
2'3 per 10,000 of the population, were offences against the person; 386, or 0'8 p e , 
10,000, against property with violence; 2,392, or 51 per 10,000, against properl, 
without violence; 887, or 1 -9 per 10,000, were malicious offences against property. Case, 
of forgery and offences against the currency were only 40, or 0T per 10,000, and all 
other cases amounted to 623. It will be observed that the rate per 10,000 persons of 
all offences not disposed of summarily was in Leinster 25 ’2 ; Munster, 1 0'0 ; Ulster 5 - 3 , 
and Connaught, 5T. ’ * 

In the case of Offences against the Person the rates per 10,000 of the population were:- 
for Leinster 3'7 (including 9-2 in the Dublin Metropolitan District); Munster, 2-2- 
Ulster, 1-6 ; Connaught, 1-6. The largest number of these offences, both absolutely mi 
relatively, were committed in the Dublin Metropolitan District, amounting to 323, » 
9-2 per 10,000; the next largest, in proportion to population, in the City of 
Cork amounting to 4-0 per 10,000. In the North Riding of Tipperary the rate „„ 
3-3 per 10,000, and in the City of Limerick 3-2. In all the other counties and districts, 
the rate was below 3‘0 per 10,000, being below' 1‘0 in six. 

In the case of Malicious Offences against*. Property it appears that the rates per 10,000 
of the population were for Leinster 2'4, Munster 30, Ulster l'O, Connaught 1'2. The 
highest rate (6-2) was in the County of Clare, the next (4 6) in the North Riding of 
Tipperary. The lowest rate for any of the remaining districts was 0'2 in the City of 
Belfast, and the next lowest 0-5 in the Counties of Down and Monaghan. 

The cases of Forgery and Offences against the Currency amounted to the small number 
of 40, or 0;i per 10,000 of the population : of these, 10 were in Dublin Metropolitan 
Police District, 6 in the County of Down, and 5 in the City of Belfast. 

Of offences of the Miscellaneous class there were 623, or at the rate of 1-3 per 10 001. 
of the population in 1891. Fifty-seven per cent, of the cases in this group of crimes are 
made up of the offence of Intimidation by Threatening Letters, Notices, or oihenmr, 
the number of cases (353) of this nature is 10 under the number for the preceding year, 4t 
ill excess of that for the year 1891, 30 under the number for 1890, 27 under that for tha 
year 1889, 98 under the number for 1888, and 91 under that for the year 1887, and is 
much below the numbers (740 and 710 respectively) for the years 1886 and 1885, and also 
below the comparatively low numbers for the two preceding years, when there were but 
825 *4585 eases respectively, as compared with 2,6.51 in 1882, and 3,093 in 1881. 
With reference to the numbers for the six years, 1887-92, it should be noted that they 
do not include the charges of Intimidation determined under the Criminal Law ml 
Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1887. Of the total number of miscellaneous offences during 
1893, shown m Table 6, 185, or 1'6 per 10,000 of the population in 1891, were k

1891), 35 in Kerry (where there were 48 in the preceding year, 51 in 1891, 37 in 1890 
and 41 in 1889) ; 33 in the East, and 12 in the West Riding of Cork; 20 in Limerick 
County, and 1 1 in the South Riding of Tipperary. In Ulster there were 79 
miscellaneous offences, or 0‘5 per 10,000 of the population in 1891 ; of these, 40 were 
cases of intimidation. In Connaught the number of miscellaneous offences was 83, or l-g 
per 10,000 of the population in 1891, including 53 cases of intimidation, of which 15 
were in West Galway, 13 in Leitrim, and 10 in Mayo. 

For the indictable offences not disposed of summarily, there were 3,060 persons 
apprehended, being equal to 57 per cent, of the number of offences as compared with 55 
per cent, in the previous year. 

The following summary showing the rate per 10,000 of the estimated population in 



the middle of each year represented by the number of cases in each class of serious 
offences committed in Ireland during last year and each of the ten years preceding, with 
the average annual rates for those ten years, gives a clear view of the variations which 
have taken place during the past eleven years in the proportional number of more serious 
offences in Ireland, allowing for the estimated decrease of the population : —

This statement shows that in 1893 the number of serious crimes in proportion to the 1 



estimated population was somewhat below the average for the preceding ten years, and 
that there was a decrease in each class of such crimes, except offences against property 
with violence, and malicious offences against property, in which there was an increase. 

. Compared with the year 1892, there was a slight increase in the total rate, and in the 
rate for each of the classes. 

A more minute consideration of Table 6 in the Appendix will show that there were 
18 cases -of murders of infants, of which 4 were in Leinster, 6 in Munster, 5 in Ulster, 
and 3 in Connaught. In the case of other murders there were 20 in Ireland in 1893, as 
compared with 30 in 1892, 22 in 1891, 20 in 1890, 33 in 1889, 35 in 1888, 29 in 1887, 
35 in 1886, 18 in 1885, 21 in 1884, and 17 in 1883. Of these 20 murders, 7- were in 
Leinster, 7 in Munster, 4 in Ulster, and 2 in Connaught. There was 1 each in Wexford, 
Wicklow, Cork East Riding, Cork City, Tipperary North Riding, Belfast City, 
Cavan, Galway West Riding, and Mayo; 2 in Dublin County and Londonderry 
respectively; 3 in Dublin Metropolitan Police District, and 4 in Kerry. There were 
not any such murders in Carlow County, Drogheda Town, Kildare, Kilkenny, 
King’s County, Longford, Louth, Meath, Queen’s County, or Westmeath, in the 
Province of Leinster ; nor in Clare, Cork W est Riding, Limerick County, Limerick 
City, Tipperary South Riding, Waterford County, or the City of Waterford, in 
the Province of Munster ; nor in Antrim, Armagh, Carrickfergus Town, Donegal, Down, 
Fermanagh, Monaghan, or Tyrone, in the Province of Ulster; nor in Galway East Riding, 
Galway Town, Leitrim, Roscommon, or Sligo, in the Province of Connaught. There 
were 3 attempts to murder in 1893, as compared with 2 in 1892, 3 in 1891, 10 in 1890, 
5 in 1889, 3 in 1888, 7 in 18S7, 12 in 1886, 5 in 1885, 1 in 1884, and 11 in 1883. 
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There were 132 cases of shooting at, wounding, stabbing, &c., with intent to do bodily harm Part I. 
in 1893, compared with 104 in 1892, 105 in 1891, 131 in 1890, 114 in 1889, 118 in 1888 Cri5IINAL 
164 in 188 7, 146 in 1886, 145 in 1885, 152 in 1884, and 158 in 1883. The cises otasmuti S ™"‘ 
and inflicting bodily harm, were 438 compared with 416 in 1892, 472 in 1891, 493 Dhaptee I. 
in 1890, 505 in 1889, 666 in 1888, 619 in 1887, 720 in 1886, 612 in 1885, 687 in 1884, 

and 488 in 1883. The number of offences against property with violence was 386, 

being 60 oyer the number for the preceding year, and slightly above the average for 
the ten years 1883-92. 

Cases of offences against property without violence, which, after haying declined from OSences 
2,874 in 1887, 3,135 in 1886, and an average of 3,796 for the seven years 1879-85, 
to 2,835 in 1888, rose to 2,970 in 1889, fell to 2,419 in 1890, rose again in 1891 to vhtont 
2,617, fell to 2,268 in 1892, and rose last year to 2,392. As usual, oases of simple larceny ™ >le “ cl ‘' 
form the great bulk of the crime in this class. It is also again to be noted that a 
very large proportion of this class of crime is committed in the Dublin Metropolitan Police 
District. Of the 2,392 offences against property without violence in Ireland, included in 
Table 6, no less than 1,774, or 74 per cent, were in that District, and of the 1,397 simple 
larceny cases, 1,211 occurred there. 

The classes of malicious offences against property, offences against the currency and 
miscellaneous offences, included in Table 6, have already been sufficiently dealt with in 
the general comments on crime not determined summarily. 

In Table 7 of the Appendix details are given of the cases determined summarily • 

which include those usually dealt with in police courts. disposedyrf 

These, as previously shown, amount to a total of 217,339, and constitute 98 per 
cent, of the total number of criminal offences. It is also in this class that the prepon- aU<> 
derance of town over rural crime is specially noticeable. 

Among the offences disposed of summarily last year the more important are set 
out m the following statement, and a comparison instituted with each ,of the ten years 
preceding.

Compared with the numbers for the year 1892 there has been an increase of 1,297 in 
common assaults, and a decrease of 3,632, or 3 - 9 per cent, in cases of drunkenness and 
disoiderly conduct in connexion therewith, the decrease in the latter class of offences 
ollowing a decrease of 7,331, or 7'3 per cent, in 1892, as compared with 1891, an 
increase of 326 or 0'3 per cent, between 1890 and 1891, and an increase of 8,065, or 8’8 
per cent, in 1890, as compared with 1889. The “ Common Assaults ’’for last year were 
e qual to an annual rate of 54 per 10,000 of the estimated population against an average 
r &te of 55 per 10,000 for the ten years 1883-92, and the eases coming under “Drunken- 
ness and Drunk and Disorderly,” were equivalent to 194 for every 10,000 persons against 
an average rate of 187 per 10,000 ; the rate reaching 222 per 10,000 of the (1891) 

Population in the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, 524 in the City of Limerick, 
nd 820 in the City of Waterford. As these cases constitute about one half of all 
e cases dealt with in the Police and .Petty Sessions courts, are clearly connected with 
116 an °Pher, and are the starting points of many other criminal actions, their import is 
e ty great when measuring the general condition of the criminal classes.

times or upwards of being “ Drunk” or “Drunk and Disorderly” in 1893 (so far as 
known to tbe Police). 

The chief value of the habitual drunkenness return is in the light it throws 
upon the causes of town crime, which has been noticed as excessive. Taking the seven 
town jurisdictions outside Dublin, of Belfast, Cork, Limerick, Waterford, Galway, 
Drogheda, and Carrickfergus, with (in 1891) an aggregate population of 427,000, the 
habitual drunkards were 776, or 18 -2 per 10,000 of the population. In the rest of 
Ireland, outside the Metropolitan district, with a population of 3,926,000, the number 
was only 2,362, or 6 - 0 in the 10,000. In the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, with 
a population of 352,000, the number was 124, or 3'5 per 10,000 population. Compared 
with 1892 there was a decrease in the number in Dublin, Belfast, and Carrickfergus, 
and an increase in each of the other town jurisdictions. In the rest of Ireland there 
was an increase, from 2,323 to 2,362. In all Ireland, there was a decrease of 5— 
viz., from 3,267 to 3,262. Of this total, 2,60 L were convictions three times and less 
than five times, 596 five times and less than ten times, and 65 ten times and upwards. 
It will be observed from Table 7 that the number of cases of “ illegally selling in 
toxicating drinks” which had fallen from 2,876 in 1891, to 2,763 in 1892, further 
declined last year to 2,305. 

Cases of cruelty to animals were 2,423 in 1892, and 2,208 in 1893. Offences against 
Local Acts and Borough By -laics show a decrease, from 19,601 in 1892 to 19,385 in 
1893, following a decrease of 762 in 1892: the 19,385 cases for last year include 
14,242 cases in the Dublin Metropolitan Police district. The number of offences against 
the Public Health and Nuisances Removal Acts was 3,772, or 510 less than in 1892: 
of the 3,772 charges under these Acts, 2,643 were in the Dublin Metropolitan district. 
In a considerable number of districts no offences against these Acts were recorded. 
Cases of unlawful possession of stolen goods were 1,042 in 1892, and 1,041 last year. 
The offences against the Highway Act, including Nuisances on Public Roads, fell from 
14,467 in 1892, to 11,634 in 1893. The other statistics given in Table 7 do not call 
for any special remark, but, nevertheless, contain many items of considerable interest. 

There were not any cases under the Criminal Law and Procedure (Ireland) Act, 
1887, during the year. 



CHAPTER II.— MODES OF PROCEDURE FOR PUNISHING CRIME. 

Shatter II. The Police act as public prosecutors in the great majority of cases in Ireland. In 
Pr ocedu re. m j nor cases they undertake [the sole duty of prosecuting, and in most of the more 
serious offences the preliminary proceedings are instituted by them. In all the counties 
of Ireland, except the County and City of Dublin, the Cities of Cork, Limerick, and 
Waterford, and the Counties of Carlow, Cavan, Down, Galway, Kildare, Longford, 
Mayo, Monaghan, Queen’s County, Waterford, and Roscommon, there are two Crown 
Solicitors, one of whom deals with cases at Quarter Sessions, the other with the more 
serious cases which come before the Judges at Assizes. 

Coroners’ Courts still deal with cases where criminal offences are involved, and Coroners 
J uries frequently find verdicts implicating or exonerating certain persons in cases of 
homicide, &c. It is not, however, the custom now to bring prisoners charged with 
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i Homicide, &c., before Coroners’ Courts, and in a large number of cases the finding of 

I 1 the Jury relates merely to the cause of death. 

A special feature in the administration of Criminal Law in Ireland is the proclamation 
of certain Districts under special Acts of Parliament. The following is a general statement 
relating to these Special Acts and the extent of their application in Ireland at the 
close of the past year. 

Under the Act 6 Wm. IV., chap. 13, the following counties were proclaimed as 
requiring additional Police at the end of 1893 : — Clare, Cork, Galway, Kerry, and 
Limerick, as also were portions of the county of Waterford. 

Under the Peace Preservation (Ireland) Act, 1881, as continued and amended by the 
Peace Preservation (Ireland) Continuance Act, 1886, the Criminal Law and Procedure 
( (Ireland) Act, 1887, and the Expiring Laws Continuance Act, 1892, two provinces, viz., 
Munster and Connaught ; all of the province of Leinster except the Counties of Louth 

I and Wicklow and the City of Kilkenny; and the City of Belfast, the City of Londonderry, 

and parts of the Counties of Armagh, Donegal, and Monaghan were, at the end of 1893, 
under the operation of Proclamations in Council prohibiting the carrying or having of 
/ arms, &c. In Ulster the prohibition against carrying arms included the Counties of 
* Cavan, Fermanagh, and Monaghan, one Barony in Down, and five Baronies in Tyrone. 
No part of the country was subject to Proclamations nor to Orders in Council under the 
Criminal Law and Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1887, during any portion of the year 1893. 

Of 3,060 persons apprehended in 1893 for offences punishable after indictment and 
trial by jury, 990, or 3 2’ 4 per cent, were discharged; 131, or 4 - 3 per cent, were bailed 
or committed in default of finding bail pending further examination; and 1,939, or 
63‘3 per cent, were committed for trial or admitted to bail pending trial. 

The result of proceedings at Assizes, Commissions, and Quarter Sessions in 1893, 
regarding 380 persons committed for trial, was that in 158 cases no bill was found by 
the Grand Jury, in 149 cases no prosecution took place, and in 73 bail was accepted 
and the cases not tried. In addition to those bailed and not tried, or where there 
was no prosecution, there were 47 cases in which trials were postponed. 

Of 1,912 persons tried by jury in 1 893, 513, or 26 - 8 per cent, were acquitted ; besides 
21, or IT per cent, who were found insane or acquitted on the ground of insanity, 
1,378, or 72T per cent, were convicted. 

A summary of the number of prosecutions at Assizes on Circuit during the year 
ended 31st March, 1893, in respect of which expenses were incurred, is given on 
page 50, and other details regarding the subject will be found in Table 22, pp. 94-5. 

The following statement shows for 1893, and each of the ten years preceding, the 
number of persons tried by jury at Assizes, at the Dublin Commission Court and at

xrom tms it appears tnat, exclusive of those detained as insane, 1,378 persons were 
punished for serious offences in 1893, as compared with 1,196 in 1892, showing an increase 
of 182, following aulecrea.se of 85 in 1892, as compared with 1891. Of these, 1,169 
were males, and 209 females, the proportion of females being somewhat greater than 
in J 892 ' 0f the persons convicted, four (all males) were sentenced to death ; 63 (58 
males and 5 females) were sentenced to penal servitude— 1 for life, 3 for over 10 years, 
15 for above 6 and up to 10 years, and 44 for 5 years ; 961 (814 males and 14? 
lemaies) were sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. Six cases (all males) 
were sent to Reformatory Schools. 

The following statement shows the results of proceedings for the punishment of crime 
ealt with summarily in 1893, as compared with 1892, distinguishing the sexes 
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Of the 217,339 persons proceeded against summarily in 1893, there were 33,815 
discharged, and 183,524 convicted, as compared with 33,293 and 192,770 respectively 
in 1892. Of those convicted in 1893, 154,628 were males and 28,896 females. Of un- 
classed punishments there were 19,054 (15,006 males and 4,048 females). Of classed 
punishments there were 164,470 (139,622 males and 24,848 females). Of 150,965 
persons not committed, 146,287 (126,402 males and 19,885 females), or 79 '7 per cent, of 
the total number convicted, were fined; 4,044 (2,839 males and 1,205 females) were 
required to find sureties or recognizances; 612 were given up to the military or naval 
authorities, and 22 were whipped. Of the persons committed, 4,805 (3,509 males and 
1,296 females) were committed to prison for 14 days or under ; 5,182 (3,784 males and 
1,398 females) for one month and above 14 days ; 1,416 (1,150 males and 266 females) 
for 2 months and over 1 month ; 674 (459 males and 215 females) for 3 months and 
above 2 months; 241 (200 males and 41 females) for 6 months and above 3 months ; 
and 17 (13 males and 4 females) for above 6 months. There were 128 young persons 
(105 males and 23 females) sent to Reformatory Schools, and 1,042 (527 males and 515 
females) sent to Industrial Schools.

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CHAPTER III.— CRIMINALS AND OTHERS IN CONFINEMENT, AND 
KNOWN CRIMINALS AT LARGE. 

The statistics of persons in confinement, with a view to punishment for or prevention 
of crime, include actual criminals, persons accused of criminal offences, debtors, children 
detained in industrial and reformatory schools, and criminal and dangerous lunatics.

It would thus appear that there were 40,402 persons admitted to places of coik 
finement during the year, but this number is somewhat in excess of the fact, as children 
sent to Reformatories and some lunatics were confined in Local Prisons prior to their 
final disposal in schools and lunatic asylums. It must also be noticed that some of the 
prisoners confined in prison during the year were committed more than once during 
that period.

It appears from this statement that at the close of the year 1893 there were 19,635 
persons detained in places of confinement, either for the punishment or the prevention 
of crime. Among the 19,635 there were 7,822 children in Industrial schools and 8,434 
lunatics, making a total of 16,256, or about five-sixths of the entire number who 
a few exceptions) were not actual criminals, but were detained as a preventive measure- 
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Prisons. 

The Prisons of Ireland consist of five classes, namely : — 1st, Three Convict Prisons ; 
5 nd Larger Local Prisons, of which there were 20 at the close of the year 1893 ; 3rd, 
.Minor Local Prisons, 6 in number, at the same date ; 4th, Bridewells, which numbered 
16 ■ and “ Lock-ups ” of which there was one. Tables 15 to 19, pp. 86-9, give various 
particulars as to the inmates of these institutions.

These figures show that only 48*4; per cent, of the males, and 41 '0 of the females 
committed to prison during the year could read and write well, and that 28 - 3 per cent, 
of the males, and as many as 42 ’0 per cent, of the females, could neither read nor write. 

From the followingstatementitappearsthatof 33,095 commitmentsto larger local prisons 
of ordinary criminals during last year, 22,938, or 69‘3 per cent., were recommitments. 
The proportion of recommitments in the case of females is 84 per cent, of the total of that 
sex, while in the case of males it is only 62 per cent., showing, as in former years, a 
greater proportion of habitual criminals among female than among male prisoners : —

From this table it appears that there was a decrease of 75 in the number of children 
on the rolls of Reformatory Schools in Ireland at the end of 1893, as compared with the 
close of the preceding year. There were 54 less in the schools under sentence ; and 24 
less on licence. Six of these on the rolls were in prison at the close of the year, 
against three at the close of the year 1892. Eight of those on the rolls at the close of 
1893 had absconded, with sentence unexpired, being equal to the number under this 
heading in 1892. 



The total number on the rolls at the close of the year 1893 was 671 (586 boys and 
only 85 girls). The number committed during the year was 138—110 boys and 28 girls— 
showing a decrease of 7 as compared with the committals for the preceding year, which 
were 15 under the number for the year 1891. The number of boys committed last year 
was 110, or 21 less than in the year 1892, and the number of girls 28, or double the 
number for 1892.

It appears from these figures that 67 per cent, of the girls and 59 per cent, of the boys 
were brought under careful training in these schools at the early age of under ten years. 

In 18.92, 704 girls were sent to Industrial Schools, as compared with 629 boys ■ 
and in 1893, 699 girls were sent, as compared with 620 boys. 



Table 3 exhibits statistics of the number of known thieves, depredators, receivers of 
stolen goods, and suspected persons at large and of the houses they frequent.

The Tables in this part include Statistics relating to the Civil Jurisdiction of all 
■Courts in Ireland. 

The Courts and Offices are divided into those which relate to the Central Adminis- 
tration of Justice, and those which relate to the Local Administration of Justice. 
The latter are classified into larger and smaller District Administration of Justice, 
according to the size of the districts into which Ireland is divided for the Special 
Jurisdiction. 



L— CENTRAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

The Central Administration of Justice includes the High Court of Justice, which 
consists of four divisions — Chancery, Queen’s Bench, Exchequer, and the Probate and 
Matrimonial Division. 

There are three outlying Courts : — The Court of the Land Commission, the High 
Court of Admiralty, and the Court of Bankruptcy. 

The Central Appellate Jurisdictions, viz., Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal, Ireland; 
Court for Crown Cases Reserved ; Court for Cases Reserved for Judges of the Queen’s 
Bench and Exchequer Divisions ; the Privy Council in Ireland ; Her Majesty in 
Council ; and the House of Lords ; have been grouped along with the other Central 
Jurisdictions, as they are closely connected with them. 

The chief business of the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions (the proceedings at 
the Plea side) is given in consecutive tables. The statistics regarding the exclusive 
jurisdiction of each of the divisions : — at the Crown side of the Queen’s Bench, as to 
election petitions and acknowledgments of married women in the same division, and at 
the Revenue side of the Exchequer, are given last, as the business is so small, compared 
with that transacted on the Plea side of these divisions. 

The proceedings at J ury Trials in Dublin of these divisions ; the Dublin County 
Court Appeals ; the proceedings at chambers before a single Judge; and the applica- 
tions to have cases of minor importance remitted to County Courts form another 
group. 

The offices of Registration of Judgments and Local Registration of Title are grouped 
together, and along with them is given the Registry of Deeds, as the functions 
performed by all three are somewhat similar’

The Lord Chancellor made 51 orders on Petitions as to Commissioners for 
administering oaths for the High Court of J ustice. There were 3 orders on Petitions 
as to Notaries. The orders as to other Petitions, including Minor Matters, were 35. 
The warrants for Magistrates were 395, as compared with 331 in 1892; the warrants 
as to Coroners were 2. 

The return of the Secretary at the Rolls gives the particulars of 62 petitions set 
down for hearing before the Master of the Rolls. Tt appears that 19 of these were 
under the Trustee Acts, and 14 under the Public Works and Railway Acts. 

In the Crown and Hanaper Office there were 3,590 official acts during the year 1893, 
as compared with 3,250 in 1892. 



Land Judge. 

Under the Land Judge the net rental, or annual value (where given) of Estates 
sold in the year ended 1st November, 1893, was £23,615 as compared with £38,986 in 
1892, £28,623 in 1891, £15,896 in 1890, £28,269 in 1889, £18,399 in 1888, and £17,974 
in 1887, and the purchase money was £393,185, as compared with £500,860 in 1892, 
£410,491 in 1891, £242,413 in 1890, £402,923 in 1889, £272,442 in 1888, and £276,522 
in 1887. As the properties sold did not consist solely of fee simple lands, the several 
amounts here set forth include the purchase money of life estates and other limited 
terms as well as of lands in fee. 

The number of cases pending at the end of the year in the Judge s Chamber was 
3,342 as compared with 3,243 in 1892. 

There were 163 petitions filed in the year ended 31st October, 1893, against 155 in 
1892, and 191 in 1891, only 31 being by owners. The number of affidavits filed was 
3,262, against 3,627 in 1892, and 3,428 in 1891. 

The number of abstracts of title lodged was 144, and the number of deeds and other 
documents lodged 6,198. 



Queen's Bench and Exchequer Divisions. 

The proceedings at the Plea side of the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions are 
arranged in a single table for each division, although the figures have been supplied by 
three officers— the Clerk of Writs, the Master, and the Registrar. 

The total number of writs of summons for the two divisions showed an increase 
of 1,074 from 18,049 in 1892, to 19,123 following an increase of 544 in 1892 as com- 
pared with 1891. The number of cases which actually came to trial by jury in Dublin 
in 1893 was 254, being 22 over the number in 1892; the amount of money recovered 
at these trials shows an increase from £13,772 in 1892 to £22,456. 

Of the other business of the Divisions on the Plea side, there were 17,978 affidavits, 
showing an increase of 624 as compared with the number for 1892, following a decrease 
of 433 in that year as compared with 1891. 
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At Chambers there were 238 summonses against 216 in 1892, and 390 in 1891. Part II. 
The motions on notice before a single Judge numbered 543 or 517 less than in the 

preceding year. The number of exparte motions, including consent orders, granted

13 of which Appeals were from the Chancery Division, 10 from the Queen’s B?nch, 6 
from the Exchequer Division, and one from the Probate and Matrimonial Causey 
Division. There were 42 appeals (including ex-parte appeals) from interlocutory orders 
from Divisions of the High Court of Justice heard, viz. : — 22 from the Chancery 
Division, 11 from the Queen’s Bench, and 9 from the Exchequer Division. One 
hundred and two appeals from other Judges or Courts were heard, 5 of which were 
from the Judges in Bankruptcy, 58 were Registry of Voters Appeals, and 39 were, 
appeals from the Irish Land Commission. There were also 34 original motions heard. 
The Judgments delivered were 179. In 106 of these the Judgment below was 
affirmed ; in 54 it was reversed; in 7 reversed with declaration, direction, or finding; 
and in 12 cases varied. 

There were 15 applications to the Privy Council in Ireland for confirmation of 
provisional Orders made in pursuance of the “ Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 
1892”; in 5 cases the Orders were confirmed, in 6 the orders were disallowed or 
varied, and 4 cases were pending at the close of the year. There were also before the 
Council 7 applications under the “Tramways and Light Railways (Ireland) Acts, i 860 
to 1890 ”; 15 objections to Schemes framed in pursuance of the “Educational Endow- 
ments (Ireland) Act, 1885 (3 of which were confirmed 2 were remitted to the Com- 
missioners and 10 cases were pending at the close of the year)”; 5 Petitions under the 
Fisheries (Ireland) Acts; one application under the Fairs (Ireland) Act, 1868.; one 
application under the Grand Juries (Ireland) Act, 6 & 7 Wm. IV. c. 116 ; and one. 
petition under the Loan Fund (Ireland) Act, 6 & 7 Viet. cap. 91. 

There were no appeals from Ireland to Her Majesty in Council. 

One cause from Ireland was presented to the House of Lords in the Session 1893-4;. 
one cause was withdrawn and one dismissed. Three judgments were affirmed during 
the Session and one reversed. At the close of the year there were no causes waiting 
for hearing. 

There were no appeals before the. Judges of the Common Law Divisions, as to. 
Presentment and other cases not within the 11 & 12 Vic., cap. 78, nor were there any 
cases before the Court for Crown Cases Reserved.

There has been a decrease of 384 in the number of wills proved and letters, of adminis- 
tration granted, in 1893, at the District Registries, of which there are eleven. This 
decrease follows an increase of 639 in 1892 as compared with 1891. The aggregate 
number at both Central and District Registries (7,506) is 694 under the number in 
1892, which was 1,008 in excess of that for 1891. 

The 33rd section of “ The Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 1881,” affords local 
facilities for obtaining grants of probate or letters of administration, where the gross 
value of the personal estate of the deceased does not exceed £300. In 1893 there were 
in Ireland 100 towns where officers of Inland Revenue were authorized to deal with 
applications under this Act.

Proceedings on Circuit. 

There are five circuits in Ireland, and Assizes are held in thirty-three towns. Six of 
these towns are counties of cities and towns with distinct Grand and Petit Juries and 
Officers. The Grand and Petit Jurors of the county of the town of Carrickfergus are 
brought to Belfast for assize purposes, but those of Drogheda are not brought to 
Dundalk, the county town of Louth. The following statement contains a Summary of 
the Proceedings on Circuit during the year 1893.

The ejectments executed show an increase of 150 — from 2,663 in 1802 to 2,S13 
last year, following a decrease of 284 in 1892 as compared with 1891. 



In the ejectments from the High Court which were executed the total number (489) 
shows an increase of 30 as compared with the ejectments for 1892, the number for 
which year was 141 under that for 1891. 

The County Court Ejectment Suits entered and lodged fell from 12,668 in 1891, to 
12,493 in 1892, and rose to 13,628 last year, the last number thus showing an increase 
of 1,135 as compared with that for 1892. 

The executions of County Court ejectments show an increase of 120 — from 2,204 in 
1892 to 2,324 in 1893. The number for 1892 was 143 under that for 1891. 

The total number of Eviction Notices filed during the year 1893, under Section 7 of 
the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887, was 6,556, being 1,128 over the number for 1892 
which was 522 over that for 1891. Of the 6,556 notices last year, 134 were filed 
in the High Court of Justice, and 6,422 in County Courts. 

The number of Civil Bill decrees and dismisses returned as executed during last 
year is 24,368, of which 17,871 were executedby Sheriffs, and 6,497 by Special Bailiffs, 
in 1892 the number was 20,849, and in 1891 it was 19,249. 

The warrants to Special Bailiffs under Act 23 & 24 Vic., c. 154 (summary recovery 
of possession of tenements), were 1,326 in 1892 and 1,568 in 1893. The warrants to 
Special Bailiffs under 14 & 15 Vic., cap. 92, s. 15 (summary recovery of possession of 
tenements overheld in towns), 14,140, show a decrease of 392 from the number in 
1892, which was 14 under that for the year 1891.

It appears from this table that the average gross amount awarded, without deducting 
allowances for set-off to landlord, for dilapidation, rent, &c., was £19, as compared with 
£141 in 1892. Twenty-three of the decrees were in Leinster, for amounts averaging £4, 
three in Munster, where the average amount was £132, and four for amountsaveraging 
£21 in Ulster. In 1892 there were seventeen decrees in Leinster, one in Munster, three 
in Ulster, and none in Connaught.

In the case of 17,037 persons on the Special Jurors’ Lists, 5,135 persons were struck

by Revision Court, so that there was a net reduction of 5,258, or 31 per cent. 

When handed to the Sheriffs the books showed 11,779 Special Jurors. 

The total number of jurors returned as summoned in the year is 47,69 0, as Jurors 
Compared with 50,657 in 1892. Of the number for 1893, 5,427 were Grand Xabk'Byf' 
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Jurors* for Assizes, Commissions, and Superior Courts ; 8,818 were Grand J Uro ^

The number of appeals from Magistrates heard at Quarter Sessions,, as appears from 
the above figures, was 79 lower in 1S93 than in 1892. There had been an increase of 
97 in 1892, a decrease of 34 in 1891, an increase of 47 in 1890, and a decrease of 130 in 
1889. Of the appeals heard and decided in Court during 1893, in 337 cases the previous 
decisions were affirmed, in 195 reversed, and in 60 varied. 

Spirit Licences. 

The number of licences granted at other Quarter Sessions than the annual licensing 
Sessions was 855 which, with the number granted or confirmed at the Annual Sessions 
(1,549), makes 2,404 in all, and of these 403 were on original application, compared 
with 344 in 1892. 

SMALLER DISTRICT ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

Local Charter Courts. 

The following summary shows the business in 1893 in the eight Local Charter Courts, 
viz. : — Clonmel. Court of Conscience, Drogheda Court of Conscience, Dublin Lord Mayor’s 
Court (see note (*) page 160), Dublin Court of Conscience, Kilkenny Court of 
Conscience, Limerick Court of Conscience, Londonderry Court of Conscience, and 
Wexford Court of Conscience. There were summonses issued, 4,612, against 4,590. 
in 1892; causes heard, 3,504; decisions for plaintiff, 3,038 ; for defendant, 181;. 
otherwise disposed of, 285. 

Petty Sessions Courts. 

Table 90 in the Appendix shows the civil business at the Courts of Petty Sessions, 
The summonses issued were 132,142, which shows a decrease of 672 as compared with 
the number in 1892, following an increase of 14,078 in 1892 as compared with 1891.
